FRIENDSHIP,YES 


With October approaching, many groups in ouUr community are prepar- 
ing to celebrate the national day of China. 

In the past years, Chinatown inevitably had more tensions during this 
time of the year. The reason is an obvious one: there are not one but two 
national days. In Taipei, the national day is celebrated on October 10. In 
Peking, the date is October 1. Many in our community used these occa- 
Sions to rally followers to their cause， 

However, foreign national days Should be properly celebrated by the 
embassies，consulates，and other diplomatic personages， There is little 
reason for a Chinese-American organization or any other American groups 
to celebrate the October national days rather than the Fourth of July here 
in the United states，especially in the fashion traditional in Chinatown 
which has been more political than cultural or social. They tend to create 
misunderstanding in the larger community，and often cause embatrrass- 
ment to the government in China. These foreign national day celebrations 
shoujld be discouraged. 

We therefore wholeheartedly agree with the concept of a friendship 
week for Americans and Chinese，However，we should play down the 
“friendship”between governments, and emphasize the friendship between 
the two Peoples. 

We support the idea of promoting friendship with ALL segments of the 
American people and all of the Chinese, including the ones in mainland 
.China, in Taiwan，and ail over the world. 


OPPORTUNISTS-BEWARE: 


Not long ago, a southern California corporation sponsored a Chinese 
opera troupe from Hong Kong to tour the United States、The perfor- 
mances received mixed reactions from the critics.The ticket sales，how- 
ever，were So low that the sponsors were not able to fulfill their finaiicial 
obligations. According to the Chinese press of Hohg Kong, the troupe had 
to borrow from the British consulate for airfare to return to Hong Kong. 

Wesympathize with the artists, for they are not to blame. This is indeed 
a good lesson for those opportunists who are still thinking of cashing in 
with anything associated with China， Chinese-Americans know only too 
well that things Chinese, much 1like things universal，contain both gems 
and garbage. Many finer things in Chinese culture, much THke the finer 
things in the western civilization, need much time, talent， and energy to 
disseminate. Even the late great Chinese opera artist Mei Lan-fang played 
at halfemptied houses during his tour in the United States. A few years 
ago，Taiwan's Fu-hsing Opera played at the Masonic Auditorium to 
hardly a capacity crowd. What makes some people think that Chinese 
opera would attract Americans by the thousands is beyond our compre- 
hension， 

We support the genuine efforts to promote Chinese culture in the United 
states. However, opportunists should take a long look at this field: there is 
no fast buck here.

The total Chinese population of 
the county, as enumerated by vari- 
OUS censuses，mnever exXceeded 3a 
thousand, even at its peak in 1890. 
However since many Chinese were 
seasonal or transient laborers, there 
were several times this number in 
Kings County during the busy agri- 
cultural season. During-such peri- 
ods, Hanford's Chinatown was in- 
deed a bustling place. 

Chinese institutions soon ap- 
peared in the thriving community-. 
There was a lodge of the Triads 


( 致 公 党 ). Punyu people es- 
tablished a branch of the Chiu Yee 


Tong (, 妥 贸 和 帝 ) for mutual 
protection. The _ dominant Sam 
Yup merchants played a promi- 
nent role in forming the Sam Yup 
Kung-so ( 二 蕊 AN 所 : ),， which 
also housed a temple dedicated to 
the Godof War,Kuanti( 陆 带 ). 
This edifice came to be the Symbol 
of the Hanford Chinatown estab- 
lishment. 

Hanford's Chinese community 
became well-known for its herb 
doctors. One of them，L. I. Sue 
{ 鳅 滩 这 )，became one of the 
wealthiest Chinese in the valley 
through selling hlis curative brews 
to Westerners. According to con- 
temporary accounts，he had so 
many patients that in 1908 he set 
a limit of 100 per day. So respect-

CHINESE EXCLUSION 

By the early 20th century,， the 
Chinese Population in Kings Coun- 
ty had begun to decline. The Chi- 
nese 了 xclusion acts became abar- 
Tier for the entry of new younger 
imnmigrants. Many Chinese sojour- 
ners returned to their native vil- 
lages. Younger Japanese,，Filipino， 
and then Mexican workers began 
to Supplant Chinese in the fields， 
orchards and vineyards. 

Eor two decades, Hanford's per- 
manent Chinese population man- 
aged to remain relatively static at 
around 500. A new generation was 
growing up. Being a small Chinese 
enclave，it was difficult to main- 
tain “Chineseness.”” The church 
and public schools began to Play 
major roles in “Americanization?” 
of the young people. Alarmed eld- 
ers Sought to stem this tendency- 
Under the leadership of Y. T. Sue
